3,800 new affordable homes as 
part of Peninsula development 


ABOUT 3,800 of the next 
phases of properties due 
to he built on Greenwich 
Peninsula will be 
affordable homes. 

They are part of 10,000 
new homes, plans for which 
were unveiled by developers 
Knight Dragon last week. 

These are on top of the 
2,000 that have already been 
built on the peninsula. 

The developers plan to 
build the new homes as 
part of a new self-contained 
district along the River 
Thames. Potential buyers 
had the chance to view 
them on Saturday. 

It’s the latest step in the 
massive regeneration of 
the Greenwich Peninsula 
and the latest big building 
project that is helping to 
regenerate the borough. 

The new district will 
eventually be home to 23,000 
residents and new homes 
will range from parkside 
apartments to riverside 
penthouses. 

There will also be student 
and special needs housing. 

There are also plans for 
the royal borough to build 
a new ‘through’ school for 
those aged three to 18 years 
old, due to be completed in a 
year’s time. 

Developers have split 
the peninsula into five

residential districts. 

The first to be built, on 
the eastern edge of the 
peninsula, will include a 
water’s edge promenade, 
with cafes, restaurants and 
performance areas. 

The first homes should be 
ready next summer. 

The development will 
see between 500 and 1,000 
construction workers on 
site at any one time. 

Once complete, there 
will be commercial space 
supporting 25,000 jobs. 

Already completed are 
the Gateway Pavilions, 
two linked glass buildings 
near the Emirates Airline 
cable car which have an 
art gallery, offices, a cafe a 
restaurant and marketing 
facilities. 

Work is also continuing 
on a new 452-bedroom, 
19-storey hotel on the 
peninsula - the £121m 
‘InterContinental London 
The 02’. The development 
also includes a 23-storey 
tower with 100 serviced 
apartments. Hundreds of 
new construction jobs will 
also be created over the two- 
year build, with many more 
once work is finished. 

Already home to the 


iconic 02, development 
on the peninsula means 
it is rapidly becoming 
a prestigious part of 
London’s landscape and is 
said to be Europe’s largest 
regeneration project. 

Sammy Lee, director 

of Knight Dragon, said: 
“Greenwich Peninsula 
represents a unique 

opportunity to deliver one 
of the largest regeneration 
schemes in Europe and 
we are fully committed to 
delivering this landmark 
development for London, 
creating thousands of new 
jobs, new homes and a 
community where people 
will want to live.”

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Let's all be clear 


KEEPING fire escape routes clear 
is the focus of a new fire safety 
campaign launched by the royal 
borough. 

And council tenants are being urged to 
prevent fire hazards by keeping shared 
hallways and stairs clear of cycles, play 
equipment or unwanted furniture. 

As the borough’s biggest social landlord, 
the council has a legal duty to carry 
out fire risk assessments to make sure 
tenants stay safe. 

Communal areas are being checked 
more regularly to ensure they are clear 
for householders to escape and for the 
emergency services to access. 

Council officers are carrying out 
inspections of every block and asking all 
residents - both leaseholders and tenants 
- to help reduce the risk of fire by clearing 
access routes. 

The council inspections involve: 

• Clearing all objects from 

corridors and communal areas so they are 
free of obstacles 

• Clearing storage areas used by 
both residents and caretakers - including 
old pram sheds and drying rooms, and 
caretakers’ storage areas 

• Installing new signs to emergency 
exits, emergency lighting and communal 
safety doors where required 

• Replacing both tenants’ and 

leaseholders’ front doors. The new ones 
are industry approved, with the latest fire 
safety and security features built in. 

Once completed, the blocks will be 

regularly monitored. 

People are being asked to prepare for the 
inspections by getting rid of unwanted 
items through the council’s special waste 
collection service, which can collect large 
bulky items such as a fridge or sofa.

4661 and tell them where you live and 
what you would like taken away. You can 
also take items to the council’s Re-use 
and Recycling Centre in Nathan Way, 
Thamesmead, free of charge. 

The council is also looking at installing 
new storage facilities for bikes and 
buggies on some estates. It means lockable 
storage will be available to residents for a 
returnable deposit of £20. 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the council’s cabinet 
member for housing, said: “As landlords 
for thousands of council tenants in Royal 
Greenwich, we take our responsibilities 
very seriously. One of them is a legal 
requirement to carry out fire risk 
assessments, and act on the findings. 
We are responsible for ensuring the 
communal areas in our housing blocks 
and estates are kept clear and not 
blocked. I hope all our tenants will co- 
operate with what we are doing, because 
it is in everyone’s interest that we work 
together to keep fire risks to an absolute 
minimum.” 

Fire Brigade borough commander Bob 
Selby said: “We can never overemphasise 
the importance of clear escape routes. To 
safely escape from a fire, occupants must 
be able to move unobstructed to the fire 
exits. I hope people will understand that 
this heavily outweighs the convenience 
of storing items such as pushchairs and 
bikes in those areas. We’re always keen to 
support and work with the royal borough 
in improving fire safety, and we are firmly 
behind this initiative.”

FIRE chiefs are also warning people who live 
in high-rise flats that they could be at risk 
unless they are clear about what to do if a fire 
breaks out. 

The London Fire Brigade says nearly two- 
thirds of all high-rise residents do not have 
an escape plan. Half said they would get out 
of their flat even if the fire was somewhere 
else in the block, which can be the most 
dangerous thing to do when a fire is not 
affecting your home. 

The brigade offers advice and information 
atwww.knowtheplan.co.uk so that people 
living in flats, maisonettes and purpose- 
built blocks have a clear understanding of 
what to do in a fire. There is also support 
to ensure landlords act on their fire safety 
responsibilities. 

Borough Commander Selby said: "Living 
in a flat is no more dangerous than living 
in a house, but it's important to know that 
your fire plan should be different. Flats and 
maisonettes are built to give you some 
protection from fire - a minimum of 30 
minutes and up to 60. Walls, floors and doors 
will hold back flames and smoke for a time. If 
there is a fire elsewhere in the building, but 
not inside your home, you're usually safer 
staying in your flat unless heat or smoke is 
affecting you. 

• SPECIFIC fire safety advice is available 
for residents with disabilities. If you have 
difficulty hearing, seeing or moving about 
the London Fire Brigade can visit you at home 
to provide free fire safety advice and can fit 
smoke alarms for you. The council can also 
support people who can't stop hoarding. Visit

HAWKSMOOR Primary School 
summed up why Greenwich schools are 
outstanding at maths as they welcomed 
experts from China last week. 

The school in Thamesmead is one 
of three - with Windrush primary 
(Greenwich) and Woolwich Polytechnic - 
of 32 schools and colleges in England to 
take the lead in a new network of school- 
based hubs designed to improve maths 
education. 

Sixty teachers from high-performing 
schools in Shanghai will promote 
Chinese-style teaching methods in 
schools in England. 

Hawksmoor were visited by three senior 
Chinese delegates from Shanghai Normal 
University and Shanghai Municipal 
Education Commission last Monday, to 
observe lessons. 

Briony Brammer, Hawksmoor’s 
executive headteacher, said: “This is a 


very exciting initiative which I believe 
will have real benefit to schools in both 
England and China. 

“We are always seeking the best methods 
to use to ensure our pupils attain very 
high results. Although our cultures are 
very different, we have the same aims for 
our students. 

“We want the very best and, therefore, 
we are willing to learn from each other 
how this can be achieved.” 

The foreign exchange programme is led 
by The National Centre for Excellence in 
the Teaching of Maths (NCETM), which 
has set up 32 new maths hubs, based 
in the country’s most outstanding and 
exceptional institutes including the three 
in the royal borough. 

From February next year, two teachers 
from Shanghai will spend four weeks 
teaching maths at Hawksmoor and 
Windrush.

Flagship health scheme praised by minister

THE borough’s flagship programme 
to improve out-of-hospital care for 
older people and those with long-term 
health conditions, and cut the number 
of hospital admissions, has received 
a boost from the government’s health 
secretary Jeremy Hunt. 

The minister saw the Greenwich 
Co-ordinated Care scheme in action when 
he visited Ferryview Health Centre in 
Woolwich and spoke to professionals 
behind the joined-up services. 

The scheme will be a major feature of 
Greenwich’s Better Care Fund (BCF) 
initiative. 

Nationally the BCF is an ambitious 
programme which will see the NHS and 
local government work more closely 
together, putting people’s well-being at 
the centre of health and care services. 

In 2015-16 the royal borough and NHS 
Greenwich CCG are proposing to pool 
£19.8 million of resources. 

Across the country, 151 areas have been 
developing BCF plans to join-up local 
health and social care services so people 
receive better, personalised care closer to 
home. 

As one of five ‘fast-tracked’ BCF areas, 
Greenwich was notified last Tuesday that 
the borough’s plans to transform care 


have been given early approval. 

The aim is to: 

• Provide a named professional to 
coordinate integrated care plans for 
some of the most vulnerable people in 
Greenwich so patients don’t have to keep 
repeating their story to different health 
and care workers 

• Reduce admissions to care homes by 35 
per cent by providing care at or closer to 
home 

• Launch joint emergency response 
teams, made up of professionals from 
across all health and care agencies to 
work together to respond to crises, 
preventing people ending up in hospital 
unnecessarily 

• Reduce avoidable hospital admissions . 

Mr Hunt said: “It was great to see first- 
hand the progress made by Greenwich 
towards implementing their Better Care 
plans. These will help reduce emergency 
admissions and increase community 
services - improving care for local people 
in the borough.” 

Dr Rebecca Rosen, a GP at Ferryview 
Medical Centre and the lead GP on the 
development of Greenwich Coordinated 
Care, said: “The team is now working with 
GP practices in Woolwich, Thamesmead 
and Plumstead. 

“It’s a real endorsement of our work 
that the Health Secretary chose to come 
to Ferryview and learn how Greenwich 
Coordinated Care can help transform 


people’s lives.” 

Cllr Denise Hyland, leader of the 
royal borough, said: “Greenwich has 
championed an integrated approach to 
health and social care for some time. We 
have worked well with our partners in 
health to develop more joined up services, 
and achieved real benefit for local people 
as a consequence.” 

Greenwich Coordinated Care is delivered 
jointly by the council, NHS Greenwich 
CCG, Oxleas NHS Foundation Trust and 
the local voluntary sector.

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Pair lined for trying 
to defraud council 


TWO people, prosecuted in 
different cases, have been 
fined for trying to defraud the 
royal borough. 

One provided false information 
when making an application to 
become a council tenant, while 
the other put in an inflated claim 
for damage at his property, after a 
water leak at a home above him, 
owned by the royal borough. 

Isaac Adu, 46, was caught trying 
to seek a council home for him 
and his three children. 

In his application of 2011, he 
claimed he rented a house in 
Tideslea Path, Thamesmead. As a 
result, he was put on the housing 
list. 

Adu was caught when, after 
bidding for 139 homes but being 
out-ranked by people with greater 
need, he supplied details in 
January this year which conflicted 
with his original application. 

The council’s internal audit and 
anti-fraud section investigated 
and found he had owned the house 
where he was living since 2006. 

Interviewed by council officers, 
Adu admitted the false initial claim, 
saying he wanted to be free from 
mortgage payments on his flat. 


Adu appeared at Bexley 
Magistrates Court charged 
with making a false declaration 
contrary to the Fraud Act 2006. 

On September 8, Adu pleaded 
guilty and was fined £260 and 
ordered to pay costs to the royal 
borough of £577.56. 

In the other case, Oladipo 
Famojuro, 49, of Ferndown Road, 
Eltham, submitted two estimates 
to repair damage caused by a leak, 
on council-owned property, in 
November 2013. 

One was for £950 purporting to be 
from a local builder. But council 
officers saw that the telephone 
number was different to that on 
the company’s website and, on 
investigating, found the quote 
should have read £370.00 and had 
been doctored. 

Famojuro could not explain why 
the two were different but eventually 
admitted amending the estimate. 

Appearing before Bexley 
magistrates on September 8, 
Famojuro was fined £1,000 and 
ordered to pay £589 council costs. 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
housing, said: “Both these cases 
show the royal borough will take 
a very dim view when people try 


to defraud us by making false 
claims. 

“One set out to deprive the royal 
borough of its valuable housing 
stock when he already lived in his 
privately owned property. 

“His actions were deplorable and 
would affect all those who are in 
genuine need of accommodation. 
The royal borough will protect its 
housing stock vigorously and will 
bring offenders to justice.” 

He added: “The other case is 
another success story for the 
royal borough which is going 
from strength to strength in 
combatting a range of frauds and 
bringing offenders to justice. 

“This case should send out a 
clear message to any potential 
fraudster that all insurance 
claims are scrutinised and anyone 
submitting a false declaration may 
be prosecuted. The royal borough 
will not tolerate fraudulent 
attacks on the public purse.”

Kate has a keen interest in military 
history, and has published a book 
on women at war, called Fighting 
on the Home Front.

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Firefighter has steel 
to take on the world

LOCAL firefighter and fitness 
coach, Keith Sanders, will take on 
his biggest challenge yet having 
qualified for the Ironman World 
Championships in Kona Hawaii next 
month. 

Keith, 33, from Charlton, leads a busy 
life as a firefighter at East Greenwich 
Fire Station in Charlton and as a fitness 
coach for Perform Fitness London as well 
as being father to three daughters. But 
somehow he still finds time to dedicate to 
his training. 

He said: “What motivates me to compete 
is that the events test your limits, you 
learn something about yourself every 
time and surprise yourself. 

“I also feel a sense of achievement 
and had a goal in mind to reach 
the championships and I am really 
pleased to have made it. 

“I hope that my achievements are a 
good example for my children, so they 
can see that if you want something 
enough you can do anything if you 
work hard enough and put in the 
hours.” 

The Ironman, a gruelling endurance 
triathlon, requires competitors to 
swim 2.4 miles, cycle 112 miles and 
then run a full marathon. 


The World Championships in Hawaii 
is widely recognised as the pinnacle in 
competitive endurance sport. Keith was 
able to qualify for it at the UK Ironman 
championships in Bolton in July, where 
he finished just outside the top 10 from 
2,000 athletes who included full-time 
professionals. 

Sports fanatic Keith ran his first 
triathlon in 1999 to explore his physical 
limits before competing in his first of 
eight Ironman events in 2004, now Keith 
has been all over Europe _ and 
America competing. 

Keith told GT: 

“The world

championships will be very different to 
the events I’ve done in the past because 
I will be competing against the best 
endurance athletes in the world but the 
most important thing now is to go and 
enjoy the occasion, do the best I can and 
make the most of the opportunity. 

“Most people can’t believe that I do so 
many events, but its just because I work 
hard and I have the best support. 

“My wife is fantastic, she always 
supports me even though sometimes it 
isn’t easy as I go away for long periods of 
time to travel to events and compete. 

“After this event I think I will change 
my focus a bit, put some more time back 
into the family and support my wife Katie 
as she trains for her own marathon 
events.” 

The world championships take 
place on Saturday October 11 in 
Hawaii. 

“My advice to people who aspire to 
achieve their own sporting goals is to 
keep working hard and don’t give up 
because anything is possible if you 
put in the time.” 

• Fellow East Greenwich Fire 
crew member Amir Williamson, 27, 
has hung up his hammer, regarding 
his sixth placed finish at the 
Commonwealth Games in Glasgow 
in August as the pinnacle of his 
achievements in athletics.
